Idaho lawmaker faces

REXBURG — Longtime state legisla- 
tor Rex Furness of Rigby on Wednesday 
appeared in court on a charge of sexual 
battery of a minor child. 

The state attorney general's office had 

conducted an in vcsrigation~ Official- 

sources said it centered on a complaint of 
_misconduct involving Furness and a teen- . 
age adopted granddaughter. 

Republican Furness was arrested 
Wednesday on a charge of sexual battery, 
and released on $20,000 bond. No prelim- 
inary hearing was scheduled. 

The case was investigated by the attor- 
ney general’s office, which then turned 
the case over to the Madison County 
prosecutor's office. 

Court documents say that between 
July 4, 1995, and April 17, 19%, Furness, 
72, touched the breasts of a teen-aged girl 
both inside and outside her clothes. 

News of the investigation came as a 
surprise to Furness’ colleagues in the 
Legislature, where Furness is completing 
his fourth two-year term.

MIAMI — The hazardous oxygen canisters 
carried as cargo aboard ValuJet Flight '592 
and suspected of having a role in its crash Sat- 
urday were mislabeled as empty when they 
were loaded onto the airplane, sources close 
to the investigation said Wednesday. 

The twin-engine DOS’s plunge into the Ev- 
erglades killed all 110 people on board. 

ValuJet is not authorized by the Federal 
Aviaticn Administration to haul hazardous 
cargo, but empty oxygen canisters are not 
classi fi ed as hazardous — .* 

Captain Candalyn Kubeck had no way of 
knowing that the canisters were aboard when 
she and first officer Richard HazeD noticed 
smoke in the cockpit about 10 minute* into 
the flight and requested .to return to Miami 
About 3V minutes later, the McDonnell Don- • 
glas plane crashed

oxygen canisters had a role in the 

crash. None has been recovered. 

Board Vice Chairman Robert 
Francis said Wednesday that 
shredded pieces of the aircraft, 
painstakingly retrieved by divers 
slogging through the muck that 
covers what is left of the plane, 
continued to show signs of soot 
that indicate a possible fire. Much 
of that material is from the floor 
and ceiling of thc cabin. 

Sources said that examination of- 
the sooty material raises a strong 
possibility of an electrical fire in 
the area at the rear of the cockpit, 
and that no one should jump to 
the conclusion that the oxygen 
cannisters were the source of the 
fire. 

The cannisters in question are 
used on some airplane models (not 
the crushed plane) to provide oxy- 
gen when the airplane undergoes 
decompression and oxygen masks 
fall. When installed, thc cannisters 
are encased in insulation above 
thc passenger seats. 

The metal surfaces of the can- 
nisiers can glow as hot us 500 de- . 
grees Fahrenheit when producing 
oxygen and have caused 
flammable material to burst into 
flame in tests. The chemical reac- 
tion that produces both oxygen 
and heat can be initiated by some 
minor impact, safety-board offi- 
cials said. 

An American Trans Air DC-10 
was destroyed by fire while sitting 
at Chicago’s O’Harc International 
Airport on Aug. 10. 1986, when a

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two economists charged 
Wednesday that Kraft Foods Inc. manipulated 
cheese prices on a small- but- important auction 
market in Green Bay, Wis^ to pad its profits. Kraft 
denied the accusations. 

Kraft had “the financial motive to influence 
prices, had the power to influence prices and exer- 
cised this power for its benefit,” said Willard 
Mueller, who co-wrote a study on the National 
Cheese Exchange in Green Bay. 

If the study is correct, Kraft’s activities could 
have depressed milk prices for Magic .Valley dairy 
farmers, whose contracts with local cheese plants 
are often tied to the exchange. 

Thc exchange is open for just 30 minutes each 
week and handles only a fraction of the nation's 
cheese output, but it is used to price virtually all 
wholesale cheese sales nationwide, experts say. 
The Agriculture Department uses exchange prices 
to calculate price supports for dairy products. 

The study accused Kraft of driving down prices 


by selling cheese on the exchange for less than it 
could receive on the spot market. House Agricul- 
ture subcommittees on dairy and risk management 
opened two days of hearings on the allegations 
Wednesday. 

Kraft said it couldn’t have fixed prices on the 
market because most of its sales were made in re- 
sponse to bids by competitors, said Betsy Holden, 
general manager of Kraft’s cheese division. “Kraft 
was selling cheese for what other traders said it 
was worth. And no legal or regulatory body of any 
sort has ever found that meeting another trader’s 
bid price constitutes manipulation,” she said. 

The study was conducted at the request of the 
Wisconsin Department of Agriculture. Trade and 
Consumer Protection with federal funding. 

“Whatever happens on the exchange not only 
impacts milk prices in Wisconsin, but in Texas, 
Idaho, Florida and New York. as well," said Rep. 
Steve Gunderson, R-Wis., chairman of the dairy 
subcommittee.

NEW YORK (AP) — Philip

In New York, Simpson was 
upbeat about the trip. 

“People were terrific there,” he 
said. “They are better informed 
than most of the pundits in the 
United States as far as the facts of 

my case are concerned. " 

On Tuesday night, Simpson 
impressed an Oxford crowd with 
confident protestations of inno- 
cence in the slaying his ex-wife 
Nicole and her friend Ron 
GoldmanrBur hisdeclslon-ra- 
ban network television crews 
from the event meant virtually 
no one else saw the show. 

Speaking at the Oxford Union 
debating society, he talked 
racial injustice in America and 
calmly fielded questions from 
students crammed into the 120- 
year-old chamber lined with 
oak, stained glass and busts of 
English statesmen. 

Mike Kelsen, a 2 7-y ear-old 


Philadelphia native studying 
Middle Eastern history, said he 
previously had been certain that 
Simpson was guilty. 

“Now I'm convinced he’s 
either innocent or the devil, 
because that was an incredible 
performance," Kelsen said. 

Simpson, who was acquitted - 
of the murders in October, sug- 
gested blacks were "more likely 1 
to be prosecuted for crimes than 
whites. And he blamed the 
American media for making the 
racial composition of his pre- 
dominantly black jury on issue. 

“Anyone who says 1 got off 
because a black jury wouldn’t 
convict me, I think you’re a 
racist,” he added. 

More than 1,000 excited, gossip- 
ing students lined up outside the 
Oxford debating forum.

Scientists: Glacier sealed 
lake for a million years 


SYDNEY, Australia (AP) — 
Drilling miles into Antarctica’s, ice- 
cap), scientists have discovered a 
lake they say may contain 
microbes millions of years old, 
kept olive under a glacial seal. 

Russian researchers who cored 
the icecap presented a report in 
The Netherlands last week, declar- 
ing that Lake Vostok exists. 
According to their drilling project, 
the 140- by -30- mile lake sits in the 
heart of Australian Antarctic 
Territory, next to Russia’s Vostok 
science base. 

Seismic and echo soundings indi- 
cate the lake's surface is 23 to 2.6 
miles beneath the ice, they said, 
and its waters are estimated to be 
1,600 feet deep. 

Scientists, though not exactly 
sure why there is water beneath 
the ice, speculate that the weight 


of t!he glacier is forcing the lake 
down into a depression, liquefying 
it by pressure. 

It also is possible that warmth 
from radioactive decay in the 
Earth keeps the lake from freezing 
— warmth that also may be keep- 
ing microbes alive. 

At last week's 20th Antarctic 
Treaty conference in Utrecht. 
Netherlands, scientists urged the 
Russians to be cautious with their 
deep ice-drilling project to avoid 
polluting the pristine subglacial 
lake. 

French scientists who analyzed 
the Russians’ ice samples found 
them to be as old as 420,000 years, 
leading res earch er s at die Utrecht, 
meeting to estimate the lake has 
been sealed under the icecap for 
between 500,000 and more than a 
million years. 


NATO approves task-force plan

Neither family nor friends have seen 
this news in your paper or on the local televi- 
sion news Was it perhaps hidden some place 
in the paper? The news of the arrest certainly 
was not. My prime concern is what this has 
done to the lives of two little boys, my grand- 
children. They suffered through the news re- 
ports, questions and teasing of peers and the 
upheaval in their home life. Surely, the re- 
sponsibility of the media must include undo- 
ing. to what extent possible, the damage done. 

The police department may have’ erred, the 
persons involved may have erred, but they do 
not write the news. That is your responsibility. 
There are certainly two sides to every story. It 
seems that you presented mainly one side. I 
really wonder if this isn’t rather irresponsible 
journalism. I feel that the news media has 
made victims of those persons and their fami-.

The 
CEO of CNN and mogul of other communi- 
cations empires said in a recent speech: 
“The United States has got some of the" —

discouraged about my own country.” 

What could have gotten into Turner that 
he would say such things about those who 
consume his televised products? Turner 
spokesman Steve Hayworth offered some 
insight. Hayworth said his boss’ remarks 
should not be taken out of their environ- 
mental context: “His point was that when 
you try to do programming to address the 
problems, nobody watches.” 

Three days after Turner’s remarks, a 
new survey was released that shows a con- 
siderable drop in the public’s view of the 
credibility of network anchors as vvell as a 
decline in viewership of the main evening 
network news programs. The Pew Re- 
search Center for the People and the Press 
found that the believabiliry of ABC’s Peter 
Jennings and CBS’ Dan Rather slipped 7 
percentage points from February' 1993. For 
NBC’s Tom Brokaw, the decline in believ- 
ability was 3 percentage points. 

"Television news is in trouble with the 
American public,” concludes the report. 
“Fewer people are watching these duj’s.” 
Asked why, a plurality (31 percent) of 
those over 50 said they were “critical of 
coverage.” After years of complaining 
about liberally slanted and distorted news 
coverage only to have the networks deny 
such bias, the people are voting the only

Barbara Pyle, Turner Broadcasting vice 
president for environmental policy and an 
environmental editor at CNN, said in 1990 
that she “met a lot of resistance and was 
considered to be a real fringe lunatic for 
many, many jears.” But she continued, un- 
daunted. “I feel,” she said, “that I'm here on 
this planet to work in television, to be the 
little subversive person in television. I’ve 
chosen television as my form of activism. I 
felt that if 1 was to infiltrate anything, I’d do 
my best to infiltrate television.” 


Last weekend, Newsweek’; Washington 
. . bureau chief. Evan Thomas made a 
startling statement (startling not for what 
"he said but for what he admitted).

Ted 
Turner blames the public for being too 
dumb to believe in his ooe-sided environ- 
mental preachings. The big networks an- 
nounce that their new cable operations will ■ 
feature the same anchors and commenta- 
tors, who are already seen and not believed 
by huge numbers of former viewers. 

No other company functions like the me- 
dia. If you own a fast food chain and the 
customers begin drifting away, you quickly 
find out what has turned them off and 
what will bring them back. Not with the 
big media. They would rather go out of 
business than offer fair, accurate and bal- 
anced reporting and viewpoints.

Rotarians hear school pitch

TWIN FALLS - A local businessman 
questioned the legality of a proposed 
financing scheme for an alternative 
school during a Rotary Club lunch pre- 
sentation Wednesday. 

“I can understand a swimming pool, 
tennis courts and other projects, but I 
don’t see a schoolhouse,” said T.W. 
Stivers, chairman of Title Fact Inc., 
whose activism in 1993 helped shrink 
plans to build a juvenile detention cen- 
ter. 

David McAlindin, Twin Falls’ eco- 
nomic development director, countered 
by asking Stivers whether a school is “a 
public facility.” - 

"We will go to the courts and find our 
whether they agree or disagree," 
McAlindin said. 

Under the proposal, the Twin Falls 
School District would take a year-to- 
year, $100,000 annual lease on a new 
school budding constructed with bonds 
issued by the Urban Renewal Agency, 
which spends property tax revenues in

Thirty-two 
percent rejected the levy because they 
didn’t want to fund a new building, 
while 23 percent didn’t want more 
taxes. Some 14 percent favored pur- 
chasing and remodeling an old build- 
ing, while 11 percent favored continu- 
ing to lease the existing building.

.saw Jaco shoot a gun during the inci- 
dent. which left one man dead in south 
Twin Falls last October. 

Bui witnesses also said Jaco wasn’t 
theo'fJy'one'vnth^ajgtmthatnightdur- - *' 
mg aii argument' between residents of 
the El Milagro housing complex. 

Jaco. a resident alien of El Salvador, 
faces a charge of first degree murder in’ 
the shooting death of Gustavo Quezada, 
a 25-year old Utah man who was in Twin 
Falls looking for work to send money to 
his family in Mexico. 

If the jury- finds Jaco guilty of the 
murder. Twin Falls County 5th District 
Judge Roger Burdick could sentence 
him to life in prison. 

Twin Falls County Prosecutor Richard 
Bevan told the jury Tuesday that Jaco 
used a gun to settle an argume.nt 
between his friend, Jesus Reyes 
Jimenez, and his neighbors, Bienvenido 
and Jose Luis Flores. 

According to' the Flores brothers’ testi- 
monies, Jimenez entered their apart- 
ment on the night of the murder and ini- 
tiated an argument with Bienvenido. 
.After a brief struggle with the brothers, 
Jimenez ran from their house, gesturing 
as if reaching for a gun in his belt and 
shouting back to them. “HI make you 
remember me." 

Jimenez returned a few minutes later 
with Jaco, testified each of the Flores 
brothers and their neighbor. Arturo 
Triana. Bienvenido said he saw Jimenez 
fire a warning shot outside of his apart- 
ment. 

Jaco then pointed a revolver at Jose 
Luis, according to the Flores brothers 
and Triana. 

Bienvenido said he saw the revolver’s 
cylinder rotate and heard two clicks 
while the gun was aimed at his brother. 
But the next shot did not misfire, he 
said. 

When Quezada came out of an apart- 
ment to dissipate the argument, 
Bienvenido said, he w*as shot in the chest 
and died instantly. 

Jimenez pleaded guilt)' in April to 
being an accessory to the slaying. 

The trial moved slowly* Wednesday, 
because Jaco and three of the four wit- 
nesses do not speak English. The state 
will continue to call witnesses beginning 
at 9 a.m. Thursday.

Donicht said. 

School Board members looked at 
various options, but all of them 
were expensive, Donicht said. They 
considered moving the alternative 
school into Bickel Elementary 
School, but taxpayers would have 
had to build another grade school 
at a cost of about $5.5 million, he 
said. 

They also looked at three down- 
town business buildings, but all 
were too costly to remodel and 
lacked parking, Donicht said. A 
lease- purchase plan to move the 
alternative school into the 
Universal Frozen Foods office 
building on Falls Avenue West 
would have cost far more money 
through private investors than a 
new building would have cost 


through the Urban Renewal 
Agency, Donicht said. 

They examined alternative night 
schools in Pocatello, Jerome and 
Moscow, but “none of those are 
particularly successful," Donicht 
said. 

McAlindin echoed Donicht by 
saying that the proposal is not a 
done deal, adding that he saw no 
problem with building a school 
through the Urban Renewal 
Agency. 

“Why not? It is intended to make 
projects happen and to do it with- 
out raising property taxes," 
McAlindin said. 

Stivers contended that the dis- 
trict should hold bond elections 
until the voters agree to build a 
school. Passage of the One Percent 
Initiative property-tax ballot mea- 


sure next November could mean 
less state funding, forcing the dis- 
trict to pay for the school with 
money from its own general fund. 
Stivers said. 

“You arc going to be confronted 
with property taxes either way.” 
Stivers said, adding that propo- 
nents have hailed the proposal as a 
“no-tax plan." 

“We never said this was a no-tax 
plan, that was a headline in The 
TtmcsiVncs," McAlindin said. “We 
said we would not increase your 
taxes because of this." 

McAlindin has recommended 
pushing ahead with the alternative 
school effort, but stopping short of 
actual construction. Then, the pro- 
ject could be started if voters 
reject the statewide One Percent 
Initiative in November.

House Republican budget resolu- 
tion expected to pass Thursday 
could threaten to derail Salt take 
County’s proposed light-rail sys- 
tem. 

Under the resolution, federal 
grants would no longer be avail- 
able for new mass transit rail pro- v 
jects and states would be required 
to equally share the costs of finish- 
ing such projects with the federal 
government.

local taxes is if the federal govern- 
ment funds at least 80 percent of 
the project. 

“There is no evidence from any- 
where in the world that building 
new urban rail systems reduces 
traffic congestion,” according to 
the House resolution. “Yet by sub- 
sidizing 80 percent of transit con- 
struction projects, the federal gov- 
ernment has encouraged expan- 
sion of economically unjustifiable 
mass transit rail systems.” 

The budget resolution is not- 
legally binding, but Congress usu- 
ally follows it as it adopts specific 
appropriations bills. A Senate ver- 
sion does not propose the same 
restrictions, meaning the House 
and Senate must work out any dif- 
ferences. 

Republican Reps. Enid Greene 
and Jim Hansen have warned for 
nearly a year that they did not 
believe a generous 80-20 split was 
possible in the House.

NEW YORK (AP) — Neander- 
thals in Prance may haw en g ag ed 
in trade with the modem people 
who eventually replaced them, a 
- study suggests. 

Researchers confirmed prior 
indications that Neanderthals liv- 
. ing in central France some 34,000 
years ago had more sophisticated 
stone tools than Neanderthals had 
before, maybe because they 
learned from early modem people, 
called Cro-Magnons. 

The tools were found at a site 
that also contained jewelry-like 
bone ornaments. 

The ornaments arc so similar to 
ones previously associated with 


Cro-Magnons that the French 
Neanderthals may have gotten 
them by trade with Cro-Magnons 
rather than learning to make the 
omairients~lhemselvES, i estarchcrs 
said. 

“Is this imitation or is this trade? 

We don’t know,” said researcher 
■TfetrSpoorDf~lJnlversit5rCoUegc~ — - 
London. 

The study focused on a site some 
42 miles southeast of Auxerre, 
where fossils and the artifacts had 
been found long ago.

Study argues 
— against-elassical- 
animal theory 

1 NEW YORK (AP) “ 
Challenging the classical theory 
about the development of the ani- 
mal kingdom, a new study says 
major categories of mammals and • 
birds appeared long before the 
dinosaurs died out. 

The dinosaurs Vanished about 
65 million years ago. By examining 
animal genes to compute how long 
certain creatures have been 
around, researchers estimated 
that the major orders of birds and 
mammals evolved 100 million 
years ago. 

An order is a category of ani- 
mals. Rodents, for example, repre- 
sent an order. 

The work argues against. the 
, classical idea that the disappear- 
ance of the dinosaurs opened the 
door for the diversification of 
mammals and birds. Instead, the 
breaking up of ancient continents 
may have been the cause, the 
researchers . suggested in 
Thursday’s issue of the journal 
Nature. 

The early date for the emer- 
gence of the major orders was a 
surprise because there’s virtually 
, no trace of such diversification in 
the fossil record until about 40 mil- 
lion years later, said lead author S. 
Blair Hedges of Pennsylvania 
State University. 

FDA approves 
new cancer drug 

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Taxotere, a new drug that showed 
strong action against breast cancer 
in patients who failed to respond 
to standard treatment, was 
approved Wednesday by the Fowl 
and Drug Administration. 

"The agency said Taxotere can 
be used by breast cancer patients 
whose disease has progressed 
despite treatment with doxoru- 
bicin, currently the standard first- - 
line chemotherapy. 

Taxotere is in the same class of 
drugs as Taxol. 

Both act by disrupting the inter- 
nal structure of forming cancer 
cells and are based on extracts 
from the yew tree. However, 
researchers. said clinical trials 
have shown Taxotere is more 
active against breast cancers that 
resist other treatments.

• Penelope Leach started writing 
articles for parents as her own 
'-meihotLoLselLhelp-after-fmding. 
most literature on tbe subject too 
technical and too cold. 

By researching and then writing 
in her characteristically warm, 
easy-to-understand rfiahner.'s'he 
gained more insight into raising 
her children, Matthew and Melissa. 

The result was “Your Baby and 
Child," a multimillion seller pub- 
lished in 29 languages, making 
Leach one of the best-known par- 
enting writers in the world. She 
also has a television program of the 
same name on the Lifetime cable 
network. 

But Leach has come to believe 
that no matter how much good 
information she offers parents, it 
isn’t enough to help ensure that 
I they’ll raise healthy, happy chil- 
dren. That won't happen, she says, 
until society — government and 
business — truly put “Children 
First,” the title of her latest book 
(Vintage, $12). 

Leach, who lives in London, advo- 
cates p olici es that can help parents . 
do a better job of their most impor- 
tant job: raising children. 

“Parents are trapped in a situa- 
tion where time is money and 
thm-e isn’t enough of either." she 
said in a telephone interview. 

“I think parents are sensitive. 


thoughtful, caring and more knowl- 
edgeable than ever," Leach says in 
her heavy British accent. “But how- 
ever good a job individuals do, 
they can’t change the world for 

-their children." 

- For example, she says, it’s a 
shame that children cannot play as 
freely as they once did. “It’s a rare 
chil d w ho can go down the road 
— andvisit another child," she said. 
“Children lack autonomy and free- 
dom. ... Most children’s activities 
are scheduled by their parents, and 
often kids are too scheduled." 

So what is the-answer? 

Honest appreciation for children 
and the value of parenting, Leach 
says. 

“Society needs to acknowledge 
that bringing up children is one of 
the most important jobs, if not the 
most important job, anyone can 
do," Leach says. “Giving children a 
good life is an investment in soci- 
ety." 

Raising children has become a 
huge burden for people, and it 
shouldn’t be, she says. Businesses 
can help by allowing working par- 
ents flexible hours, granting them 
paid time off to visit their chil- 
dren's schools and men by paying 
them better wages. 

Childless workers may consider 
those benefits unfair, but they 
need to view successful child rear- 
ing as beneficial to everyone. 

“We don’t need everybody to 
hare children, but we do need all 


children who are bom to be well 
brought-up. ... Ask the childless 
couple, ‘Do you really want to live 
behind security fences because of 
•children who did not get the prop- 
ter guidance in life?— i 

Leach also advocates tax breaks 
for people raising children and for 
those caring for their own parents. 

The United States, she savs. also_ 
should improve its health-care poli- 
cies: “It’s astounding to think that 
in America a family could go into 
great debt trying to pay for a 
child’s operation. That’s quite an 
indictment, since America is also 
the richest nation in the world." 

“In the U.K.," she continues, 
“when a new mother is released 
from the hospital, p doctor visits 
her twice a day for the first five 
days after discharge and once a 
day until the baby is 10 days old.” 

Many women are not ready to go 
hack to work after six weeks but 
can’t afford to stay home when 
their paid maternity leave ends, 
Leach says. Infants need one-on- 
one care, ideally from their moth- 
er, she believes. 

The ideal arrangements Leach 
advocates won’t happen soon, so 
she recommends that families help 
each other. She suggests that par- 
ents in a neighborhood organize to 
make sure there are safe, super- 
vised zones where their children 
can play freely and that they devel- 
op cooperative child-care and car- 
pooling arrangements, for example.

Six years ago, I was at Base Camp 
and patched him through on excited 
calls to New Zealand after he’d climbed 
Everest for the first time. It was the 
first successful Kiwi expedition on the 

world’s highest mountain. 

It was a heady time, full of laughs, ca- 
maraderie and triumph. It. didn’t take 
much to shine under those circum- 
stances, but I also saw Rob Hall under 
the hard glare of crisis.. 

There were a lot of people coming and 
going through Base Comp on that expe- 
dition and one of them, a Nepalese guy 
that nobody knew very well, woke up in 
a bad way at about 2 am. one night. 

At first, the expedition’s doctors 
thought it was a malarial relapse. Then 
the climbers began to- suspect altitude 
sickness, which was a reasonable con- 
cern at 17,700 feet. 

One thing was certain: The man 
needed help. Bathed in the Light of our 
headla m ps, he writhed at our feet like 
someone fixing to die. 

It was time for action and the Kiwis - 
Rob, Gary Ball and Peter Hillary - wasted 
no time. They laced up their boots and 
walked the man out that night, scrubbing 
off a thousand or so feet of elevation. 

They returned the next afternoon, ef- 
fectively pushing their summit timetable 
back an entire dav. Rob, Gary and Peter 
were big-league alpinists, but they didn’t 
hesitate to put their own plans on hold 
to help a guy they barely knew. 

It was the finest display of mountain 
courtesy Pve ever witnessed. 

For the record, I met Rob Hall in 
Christchurch in January, 1990. He was 
gearing up for that Everest expedition 
. and I was in the early stages of a long, 
slow trip around the world. A mutual 
friend from Bozeman, Mont, was among 
the expedition’s climbers and she en- 
couraged us to meet. 

1 called Rob from a phone booth and he 
swung by in his car to pick me up. He was 
on unassuming bloke with a biting wit 
and we were thick as thieves in no time. 

We inventoried gear together and I 
listened, in awe, as he phoned around 
the world to line up crucial equipment 
He haggled with an equipment mer- 
chant in Kathmandu for two dozen top- 
quality tents, then called the ‘States to 
order the oxygen - in Kevlar-wrapped 
.carbon-fiber bottles, if you please. 

Rob Hall never went to college, but, 
to use his expression, he was a graduate 
of the University of Life. He could 
wheel and deal in the high-stakes world 
of Himalayan alpinism, yet went out of 
his way to help little people like me. 

IVe still got one of his business cards 
from that 1990 adventure and it sums 
him up perfectly: Rob Hall - Expedi- 
tion Leader. 

If we meet again, well smile Indeed 
If npt, our parting was well made.

Canyon calm 


Boaters find 
slice of solitude 
in northern Nevada

JACKPOT, Nev. - Not far south 
of this ga mb ling oasis, a winding 
desert canyon beckons those who 
prefer solitude over slot ma- 
chines. 

I t’s a grueling hike, but Salmon 
Falls Creek offers an easy float 
for voyageurs with modest 
boat-handling skills. 

Crooked as a dying snake, 
the creek sweeps through a 
narrow red canyon with a dose, 
intimate atmosphere. The 


walls, pocked with clefts and 
fissures, are hemmed by a wild 
collection of free-standing pin- 
nacles. 

The canyon is a bird watcher's 
paradise, where kingfishers flit, 
through willows and dogwood at 
waters’ edge. Elsewhere, mal- 
lards, mergansers and geese scut- 
tle for safety when bigger, more 
ominous birds of prey soar over- 
head. 

Now and then, leaping fish 
break free of the water to take 
flying insects. 

After a few miles of flowing 
through Nevada, the creek drops

Sagebrush, 
with its earthy aroma, covers 
slopes leading away from the 
creek. 

For those spending the night, 
evening’s thill comes quickly 
when darkness falls in the canyon 
- but the abiding sound of the 
creek never wavers.

new territory with record fish 


BLACKFOOT (AP) — At 12, 
Garrett TtTrpin is poised as he 
throws a leg over the scat of his 
snowmobile and revs the throttle 
before streaking across the 
beach and hitting the lake.

Turpin and a dozen others 
spent the weekend rippling the 
calm waters of Jensen's Grove 
Cake tn ah effort to stir interest 
in the snowmobile drag races be- 
ing organized for Blackfoot Pride 
Days, June 21-24. 

“You’re definitely more scared 
because you know you can sink," 
the waterlogged Turpin said. 
“But it’s a little more exciting 
than snow." - 

An exhibition last year drew 
about a dozen daredevils and 
5,000 spectators. That convinced 


Wade Virgin to hold the drag 
races next month. 

Running snowmobiles across 
water is a growing sport, said 
Garth Turpin. He and his l7- 
year-old son, Weston, first tried it 
two winters ago at Island-Park,- 
after watching others do it 
“At first you think they’re a 
bunch of idiots. Jjecausejtlooks.. 
dangerous and you could sink 
your machine," Weston said. 
“But it’s' really not that hard, you 
just have to hold the throttle 
open and never let go.” 

To hit the water right racers 
need about 30 feet of sand and 
speeds of about 50 mph. Ma- 
chines drop about 10 miles on 
hour once they hit the yvater. 

Racers tape up all openings in 
their machines to keep as much 


water away from the engine as 
possible. A roll of duct tape will 
do the trick. Garth Turpin said. 

It also is a good idea to tape an 
empty plastic bottle with a long, 
rope to the back of the snowmo 
-bile,-he said, 

“That way, if you go down, you 
just rip that tape off and the bot- 

tle floats to th e top so.you!U 

know where to rescue 'your ma- 
chine from the bottom of the 
lake." 

Drag races in June will square 
off on a quarter-mile stretch 
across the lake. In each race, 
they will sprint north across the 
lake, turn on the opposite shore 
and head back across. If one rac- 
er does not clearly win each leg, 
a second race will settle the tie.

“We have more animals now 
than we'd like,” Weber said. “And 
we get dozens of calls a month 
from people who no longer can 1 
handle their animal and want a 
_ • place to dump their guilt.” 

Weber, who has degrees in ar- 


chitecture and engineering from 
Colorado State University, became 
interested in wolves when he took 
care of one several years ago in 
Leadville. 

Within three years, he had ob- 
tained state and federal licenses 
and opened his first shelter in Ea- 
gle. With the help of donors, he 
bought the property near West- 
cliffe in 1986 and quit his job to 
work full-time as a wolf advocate. 
The work is never-ending, he 
said. 

There are about 2,000 pure 
wolves in Colorado, and only four 
facilities licensed to care for them, 
Weber said. There are about 
50,000 wdlf-hybrids in the state, 
and up to half of them will eventu- 
ally be euthanized, he said. 

There is no easy solution to 'the 
problem, Weber said. 

“The 'solution' we often hear is 
simply to ban people from breed- 
ing hybrids,” he said. "There are a 
number of problems with that, in- 
cluding the fact there's no way to 
test an animal and prove it’s a 
pure wolf or a percentage hybrid.” 

One partial solution would be to - 
enact a state law requiring wolf 
breeders and wolf-hybrid owners 
to be licensed, he said. 

Perhaps the most common prob- 
lem Weber encounters is naivete. 

“If people just realized wolves 
need 10,000 acres of territory, 
they’d understand what a bad idea 
itls'to try to confine one to an ur- 
ban yard,” Weber said. 

Mission: Wolf Is funded by pri- 


vate donations and staffed by 20 
volunteers. 

The wolves are kept in pens 
ranging in size from three-quarters 
of an acre to 3J> acres. 

The center relies heavily on 
ranchers, who bring dead sheep 
and cattle to feed the wolves — at 
least 2,000 pounds of meat a week. 

Interacting with the wolves is a 
big part of Weber’s job. On a re- 
cent afternoon, he entered a dou- 
ble-fenced pen where two wolves, 
Sila and Guinness, bounded to- 
ward him. 

The proper way to greet wolves, 
he explained, is for people to allow 
the animals to jump up and lick 
them in the face, especially on the 
mouth and teeth. That’s the tradi- 
tional greeting among wolves in 
the wild. 

"If you react with disgust or 
fear, the animal will wonder what 
it did to upset you," he said. “If 
you push them down like a dog, 
their pride will be wounded be- 
cause you rejected their friend- 
ship." 

Weber conducts three national 
tours with Sila and Guinness a ' 
year, educating about 50,000 stu- 
dents and adults frbm coast to

And a 
big female will probably lose eggs.” 

Miller, says that if you can’t get 
your fish to a scale right away, you 
should keep it in a cooler, or other 
large container, filled with water. 

He adds warm or hot water 
tends to lose oxygen faster than 
cool water. Keeping a fish alive, he 
Said, will allow the fish to mainrain 
the weight it had when caught. 

To qualify for the record book, 
the fish must be weighed on state- 
certified scales and the certifica- 
tion must be current. The official 
weighing also must be witnessed 
by someone other than the angler. 

The length must be measured 
from the snout of the fish, with the 
mouth closed, to the tip of the tail 
with the tail lobes pressed togeth- 
er.

Investors urged to buy banks stocks

NEW YORK — Lehman banking analyst 
Michael Maw Wednesday urged investors to 
buy bank stocks, saying he expects invest- 
ment interest to lift prices substantially high- 
er in the ne.xt two months. 

He said share buybacks, stabilized earn- 
ings, industry consolidation, improved effi- 
ciency and low valuations will continue to 
attract investors. ' "• — * 

Mayo said in an interview that he expects 
bank share prices to rise 30 percent over die 
next 18 months. 

He also forecast favorable second quarter 
earnings that would reflea a 15 percent year- 


over-year unprovement. 

Mayo estimated the banking industry will 
have S100 billion in excess capital which will 
need to be redeployed. 

“The industry could by back almost 40 per- 
cent of their stock” although he expects some 
of the funds to be used for cash acquisitions 
amid further industry consolidation and divi- 
dend increases.' “I expect (buybacks) to 
remain widespread,” Mayo said. 

He said there is a pervasive but mis gu ided 
belief “that buybacks are one-time events." 

He expects several buybacks through the 
second half of the year, although he declined 
to specify which banks would announce such 
programs. 


He also said some large banks will have to 
wait until six months after a merger or acqui- 
sition under current pooling accounting 
methods before they can buyback stock. 

Mayo said in an earlier statement that con- 
cerns about last month’s declines were 
“overblown." 

He said credit quality will be stronger this 
cycle compared to the last cycle but that effi- 
ciency gains have a long way to go.

Washington man says he wasn’t spying in Russia 


SEATTLE — In his attempt to 
build a successful export company. 
Bellevue businessman Dann 
Oppfelt has traded just about 
everything with the Russian city of 
Petropavlosk — from oranges and 
crab to building supplies and car 
parts. 

So when a Russian acquaintance 
told him about possible business 
opportunities at a submarine Ivisc 
ready for demobilization off the 
dagger-shaped Kamchatka 
Peninsula on Russia’s eastern 
edge. Oppfelt was all ears. 

He had seen similar remote mu- 
posts convened into business ven- 


tures — one into a fish-processing 
plant and another into a hunting 
lodge for tourists. “My thought is 
everything is connected,” said the 
39-year-old Bellevue native, who 
has an apartment in Petropavlosk 
and traveled back and forth. “My 
radar is always working for possi- 
ble projects.” 

But last, weekend, the future of 
Oppfclt’s projects dimmed. Shortly 
after he returned home Friday for 
a planned vacation. Oppfelt 
learned he’d been expelled from 
Russia, accused of being a spy. 

Breaking several days’ silence, 
Oppfelt spoke openly Tuesday- 
night about the events that led up 
to his expulsion. He explained how 


he obtained computer diskettes 
containing detailed information on 
the submarine base and how he 
attempted, over glasses of vodka, 
to convince Russian officials that 
he’d done nothing wrong. 

Oppfelt, who attended Bellevue 
High School and the University of 
Washington, learned Russian in 
the U.S. Navy, where he served 
four years as a Russian linguist. 
But it wasn’t until 1992, that he 
entered the export business with 
Russia. He joined the Seattle 
Trade Consortium, an export com- 
pany that shipped goods but-had 
trouble collecting money in Russia. 
In the end, suppliers were left with 
more than $1 million in losses. 


Oppfelt said the business taught 
him what not to do. Last year, he 
started Seattle Medical Export, 
Inc. with a doaor, a dentist and a 
nurse. The eventual goal of the 
company was to export medical 
supplies. But while he studied that 
market, he arranged other ship- 
ments to Petropavlosk, an isolated 
seaside city of about 300,000, 
reachable only by boat or plane. 

In November, Oppfelt’s acquain- 
tance, a former military officer 
looking for work, brought detailed 
plans of the base as he’d promised. 
Oppfelt said he asked for the infor- 
mation on computer diskettes so 
he wouldn't have to lug around a 
book.
